U. S. strengthens 
bombing attacks 


SAIGON 
(U P I)—The 
United 
States stepped up the pace of its 
bombing Y riday to head off a 
threatened 
Communist 
offensive 
and the aircraft carrier Coral Sea 
canceled shore leave in order to 
keep 
bomber 
capability 
at 
its 
highest in six months. 
Five Thailand-based B52 heavy 
bombers struck Communist staging 
areas and infiltration routes late 
Friday nigh, four of them along the 
approaches to the A Shau valley in 
the northwest sector of the country 
and one close to the Cambodian 
border in the South Vietnamese 
central highlands. 
The Coral Sea stayed with its 
sister carriers Constellation and 
Hancock off the Vietnam coast, 
giving the U.S. Navy and Air Force 
a combined lighterbomber strength 
of about 410— half the number 
available at the height of the air war 
in early 1968, but the highest since 
the allied strike into Laos a year 
ago

Dr Jam es C. Fletcher, speaking

luncheon, said the shuttle was an 
essential part of the effort to “keep 
America strong and productive in 
space.” 
“ Unless we act decisively this 
year,” he said, "the prospects for 
America’s future in space, which 
could be very bright, 
w m I I quickly 
fade away.” 
Fletcher said America s space 
exploration future depended upon 
the issue of the shuttle which he 
termed a new multipurpose space 
vehicle which “ NASA considers the 
keystone" in the country’s space 
program during the 70s. 
“The United States,” Fletcher 
said, “cannot continue a worthwhile 
space program without the shuttle. 
“The shuttle is the engine of our 
space program for the Seventies. 
It’s an economy model, but it will 
keep America abreast. It will take 
you there and bring you back, as 
they used to say of the old Model T. ” 
The shuttle decision, now before 
Congress, is under severe criticism 
on grounds of cost. It has been 
endorsed by President Nixon. 
Fletcher said he wanted “to point 
out that it is only a part of a 
realistic, well-balanced space effort 
for this decade. ” 
“ It is,” he said, “only a part of our 
overall effort to keep America 
strong and productive in space. But 
it is an essential part. 
He said the shuttle was “a whole 
new approach to space. ’

Fletcher said 
Life denounces Irving

purported autobiography of Howard 
Hughes written by Clifford Irving 
was denounced as a fraud Friday by 
Life magazine which said it was 
canceling its contract to publish 
excerpts from the book. 
Life had agreed to pay McGraw- 
Hill 
publishers 
$250,000 
for 
magazine rights to the book and 
already had paid $100,000 before 
deciding to halt the project. A 
spokesman for Time Inc., publishers 
of Life, said McGraw-Hill had not

been 
asked 
to

In a statement Time Inc. said: “ In 
our further coverage of the Irving 
affair, 
we 
may

“Time, in a cover story to be 
published next week, will provide 
full details explaining how Irving 
put together the manuscript and 
carried out his hoax. The Time 
cover story will be released to the 
press on Sunday, Feb 
13,” Time 
Inc.said. 


“ As has been the case since Dec. 7 
when the proposed book was first 
announced, both Time and Life will 
continue to investigate and report 
any material pertinent to the case. 


Time and Life have uncovered many 
of the facts about the case that have 
led to the present legal proceedings. 
We have, of course, also cooperated 
at all times with the U.S. and Swiss 
authorities."

Prelude to Lompoc City Council election

This year s municipal election will be a familiar scene for 
incumbents Mayor Art Scott and Councilwoman Charlotte Benton. 
When the two last ran for election, April 1968, they were part of a 
field of eight candidates for the two city council posts. This year, also, 
there will be eight names on the April 11 ballot. 
There is no similarity among the other candidates, however. 
This year Scott and Mrs. Benton will be facing Steven L. Cox, Ann S. 
Dewberry, William W. Johnson, Gaspare C. Oneto, Donald E. 
Schuyler and Emil Scolari 
In 1968 „ike other candidates were Gary Dunlap, Hubert Eatmon, 
Robert J. Leedy, Dr Leo Mollath, Robert Morris, and George Wright. 
The race turned out to be a four-way battle between Mrs. Benton, 
Scott, Dunlap and Leedy. Mrs, Benton drew over 1,400 votes, Scott 
over 1,300, Dunlap more than 1,200 and Leedy just a little over 1,000 
No other candidate was able to reach 900 votes. 
Mrs Benton then, as now, was an incumbent She is now seeking her 
third election to the council. 
Scott was running for the first time in 1968 He took over the seat 


previously held by Harold Thompson, who did not seek re-election for 
the first time since 1951. 
Mrs. Benton is the only woman to ever serve on the Lompoc City 
Council and was the only woman to run in 1968. This year, with Mrs. 
Dewberry in the race, there will be two women on the ballot 


The issues this year may have a familiar ring also, to the 
incumbents They have not been selected as yet for the 1972 campaign, 
but the problems discussed in 1968 were similar to those in the election 
two years ago for the other three council positions, and they continue 
to plague the city today. 


They were, in 1968. rising costs of city government, trying to attract 
new industry, controlled orderly growth of the city and storm drains. 
The same problems were the issues two years ago when three new 
councilmembers were chosen in the municipal election 
Those councilmen, now halfway through their first terms, are 
George Cotsenmoyer, Sol Lefkowitz and E C, Stevens They replaced 
Richard Jacoby, Robert MacClure and Brooks Speight in another 
eight-candidate race 


Top vote getters then were Cotsenmoyer with over 2,600 and Stevens 
with more than 2,400. Lefkowitz and MacClure battled it out for the 
third spot, Lefkowitz drawing 1,656 votes and MacClure 1.635. 


More than 54 per cent of the registered voters turned out for the 
election two years ago. A little less than 52 per cent voted in 1968 


Various civic groups are expected to sponsor “Candidate Nights’ 
between now and the election in April, giving Lompoc voters a chance 
to see, hear and talk to this year’s candidates. 


It will be during these public "debates” that the issues will be drawn 
and the candidates will make their stands. 


Among the other candidates this year, Cox, of 217-D North N St., is a 
college student; Miss Dewberry. 221-A North N St., is a nursery school 
teacher; Johnson, 529 North V St., is a retired federal government 
employe; Schuyler, 420 South E St., a retired Lompoc police officer; 
Scolari, 227 South A St., retired manager of the Lompoc utilities 
department, and Oneta, 321 W. North Ave., is an electronics engineer.

A chat with Dodger Bill Grabarkewitz

At a cocktail party at the home of Supervisor Francis Beattie last 
night, Dodger mfielder Bill Grabarkewitz fielded questions lined his 
way by local newsmen. 
“ Would one drink break your training?,’’ someone asked to break 
the ice. 
“ That’s what we train for. Am I going to get traded9 When I learned 
this was a press conference I thought, what the hell, did I get traded?’’ 
“ I feel real good I haven’t had anything but a sore throat on one day 
for the last month and a half, so I must be feeling pretty good. I’ll be 
ready for spring training and it’ll take a couple of weeks before I get 
ready for the season 
“ I'm going to play full time this year, but nobody ever has their 
position won You go down there and think you’ve got it won and then 
next year you don’t. ” 
“ The Dodgers ought to be tough with you back and Robinson down 
there.’’ someone offered. 
“ That’s what I’m trying to convince them of. I haven’t signed my 
contract yet All during the season they say how great this guy is and, 
bov if he was healthy how much better off we’d be, and when contract 
time comes they get you in an office and say, ‘Aah, you’re terrible! ” 
“ The Dodgers have always had to get eight men in the lineup that 
could hit the ball. Fielding didn’t matter. When you play for the 
Dodgers you don’t stay in a slump more than a couple of days, 
otherwise somebody else takes your place. 
“ Richie Allen was a terrible thirdbaseman. Brutal. Really bad. 
Everybody on the club knew how bad he was including Alston and the 
management. Course, when he picked up the bat. things went a little 
better. Richie is a nice guy, only trouble is once in a wnile he gets his 
times mixed up I still want to ask him one of these days how in the 
world he overslept an 8 o’clock game in St. Louis. 
“ Walt Alston doesn t instill anything into you because he’s too quiet. 
You can t tell if you’ve won or lost after a game by looking at him, 
which is good in wavs because when you find an employer who gets 
excited all the time, he upsets his employees. 


“ Hedoesn't say anything if you go 0 for 4. but if you go 0 for 4 for toe 
many days he’ll say something. 
“ I had a 420 batting average in high school and got two college, 
offers for baseball scholarships, that’s all. I was in the minors two and 
a half years before being picked up. Nowadays if you don’t feel that 
you've got a good chance of being picked up after three years, you'd 
better find yourself something better to do. In the majors, when you 
think about it, you’ve got 20 to 40 thousand kids after your job every 
year. 
“ The two most difficult positions to play, that’s 
anywhere, are 
catcher and short stop. If a guy’s a good catcher now, he’s got the best 
chance of making it into the big leagues. 
“ Most of us got a big laugh out of Jim Boutton's book. I'd say a great 
deal of it was taken out of context. With a lot of things you say, you’re 
kidding around, especially in the locker room 
“ Is baseball conservative? I think it's just the opposite. I think the 
baseball public wants a little bit of a nutty guy. In baseball you'll find a 
lot of intelligent guys, but they’ll be a little flakey. Who? Everybody 
that plavs the game You have to be a little flakey to play, and I think 
some basketball players are the same way. 
“ Third base isn’t an easy position on astroturf — not on Russian 
Roulette. The only handicap because of astroturf is the heat in the 
summer. On the field right about at the players’ feet it gets up to 175 
degrees. We had a guy last year who got burns from his own spikes, 
just like he was branded You don't stay in one place too long. 
“ Wills is the easiest guy to work with in the world. I think he'd make 
a good manager. He might have a little trouble getting along with 
some of the players because he demands perfection and hard work. 
He's got to be 42. Every year I read that he’s 38 He's been 38 three 
years now. 


“ A couple of players complain about the length of the season, but the 
majority would just as soon see it played 200 games. 
‘My father in 1955 was a Yankee fan, so I didn’t have much choice. 
1 had to be a Dodger fan.

Often we would play in the playgrounds. (When we 
got older and were able to drive a car. we scoured the 
suburbs for an outdoor court that had nets.) 
Sometimes we’d play indoors, often in a coffin-sized 
gym we called "The Jungle.” where a premium was put 
on line-drive shots because the ceiling was just above 
the backboard. Big Red would strip to his baggy polka- 
dot undershorts. 
Our games were ferocious because we often played 
for dough, anywhere from a Coke to a buck a game. Big 
Red. who was cool, called “ paysies” when he won and 
"owesies” when he lost That is, according to his nefari 
ous rules I had to pay when he won and he could owe 
me indefinitely when he lost. We had loud talks about 
that. 


The one-on-one games we are watching now at halftime 
of the ABC-TY Game of the Week are only vaguely inter­ 
esting, and deeply disappointing. They have none of the 
drama, none of the aura of mano-a-mano combat that 
marked, not only my games, but the games that have 
been and still are played in pebbled schoolyards and 
paved garage driveways and lumpy-dirt fields through­ 
out the land. 
Even though the pros are playing for a $15,000 first 
prize and $50,000 in total prize money, the games are a 
flop from a spectacle standpoint. 
For one thing, there are referees. We used to call our 
own fouls, which were plentiful. Especially with Big Red. 
who used his bulk to dribble with his back to me and 
shove and shove and shove until he got under the basket. 
Then he’d try some dinky hook. If he missed, he'd grunt 
and pull my shirt in pursuit of the rebound. 
Bill Russell, who grew up in the schoolyards of San 
Francisco and is now a commentator for ABC-TY, also 


questioned the use of referees 
I asked Bill Bradley.” 
said Russell, "if an honor system shouldn't be used, like 
in the schoolyards You know how much contempt for 
money Bradley has But he said. ‘For $15,000. even 1 
couldn’t be honest ’ ” 
Secondly, there is the element of time and commer­ 
cials. Given the length of a halftime, the games are 
truncated They are taped and edited The time slot is 
about seven minutes long, with about two minutes given 
to hair tonic commercials. 
That leaves five minutes of playing time. Some of the 
games have taken over 10 minutes (they play 20 points 
wins, and you have to win by four points—which could 
last very long For example, in one intrasquad elimina­ 
tion. Pat Riley of Los Angeles beat Gail Goodrich 31-27 
The odd numbers are due to a complicated free-throw 
rule, another departure from the playground which 
diminishes the TY version). 
So what happens is, you are watching a relatively 
interesting game between Bob Lanier and Pete Mara- 
vich. It is 8-up Commercial. The game is picked up at 
14-14 
At 18-16 another commercial. Also, the editing 
takes out many of the missed shots. And in future close 
games, play will begin at 26-up, or whatever. 
These games are played tight and tough Reputations 
and even life-styles, as in the schoolyard, are on the line. 
Too bad the tournament, a brainstorm indeed, has to be 
sullied by crass commercialism. The world’s best players 
going one-on-one against each other. It should be a half- 
hour show It is life and death in microcosm Jerry Lucas 
proved it. 
After he lost 24-20 to Connie Hawkins. Lucas bitterly 
complained that the officials had the score wrong, that 
they had given Hawkins one extra basket (A replay of 
the tape proved him wrong.) 
Now. that’s the kind of one-on-one I remember. Like 
the time I had beaten Big Red for a milk shake and he 
screamed that the score was still tied. I turned and be­ 
gan walking away. He jumped me from behind and be­ 
gan pulling my hair.
